THE DIRECTOR DISCUSSES 
What Happens After Death? 

One of the most frequently asked questions 
on our travels the past few years has been 
this: what happens after death? And the ma¬ 
terialist would answer "nothing." So would 
the atheist. The parapsychologist often says, 
"We can't be positive." Clues, however, are 
provided by studies of the New Testament, psy¬ 
chical research, and analytical examination of 
spirit communications. Both within and with¬ 
out S.F.F. circles the data indicates that 
those who die natural deaths soon become a- 
ware they have left their earthly bodies. 

Those who die violent, untimely deaths are 
temporarily in a state of confusion. An in¬ 
termediate state of adjustment is thus indi¬ 
cated until a new level of consciousness is 
attained. Those who have lived mundane, 
earthly and non-spiritual lives are souls 
who remain earth-bound; those whose spirit¬ 
ual development is more advanced live in one 
of the "many mansion" or "places" or higher 
levels of awareness. 

Thus continues in what we call heaven a 
conscious relationship of souls we know on 
earth. Our spiritual body retains its fa¬ 
miliarity to our former physical body, but 
what is more important our mental faculties 
or mind is the means by which we communicate. 
We know and we are known. The nature of our 
relationships is quite similar to those we 
have had on earth. 

However, spiritual advancement is indi¬ 
cated. Jesus tried to free imprisoned spir¬ 
its after death (read I Peter 3)» This life 
that does not end represents ongoing oppor¬ 
tunities for souls continuing their quest to 
come to know the only true God. Many attain 
the conscious awareness of Christ* 

Let us conclude by saying that life is 
eternal. But don't take our word for it. 
S.F.F. encourages its members to search for 
the truth of psychical and mystical experi¬ 
ences of all kinds within the framework of 
their own historic religious faith. The ul¬ 
timate discoveries, we believe, will provide 
many answers to the questions about survival.

SFF Study Series: THE PARANORMAL IN THE BIBLE 


Lesson 4 


Subject: Materialization 

—Prepared by Rev/. C. Leslie Palmer 

I* Definition: 

Materialization — A term denoting the formation by a spirit of a 

temporary physical organization, visible and pal¬ 
pable, by means of which it can come into touch with material 
objects. (Encyclopaedia of Occultism by Lewis Stone) 

n. a materializing or being materialized. (Mob¬ 
ster's Nevu World Dictionary , 1966 College Edition) 

II. Biblical references: 

Daniel 5:5 — "In that very hour there appeared the fingers of a man's 
hand." 

Mark 9:4 - "And there appeared to them Moses and Elijah, talking with 

Jesus," 

John 20:19 - "When it was evening on that first day of the meek, and 
the doors mere shut rnhere the disciples mere staying for 
fear of Jems, Jesus came, stood among them, and said to 
them. Peace be with you." 

Acts 8:39-40a - "And rnhen they came up out of the mater, the Spirit 
of the Lord caught up Philip; and the eunuch sam him 
no more, and ment on his may rejoicing. But Philip 
mas found at Azotus,..." 

III. Comments: 

Study of the subject of materialization cannot be separated from its 
counterpart, dematerialization. The above references are used to 
illustrate that either aspect of the phenomena can precede or follom 
the other. 

In our materialistic approach to life me are inclined to think 
and speak in terms of the dichotomy of matter and spirit or matter 
and energy. But, just rnhere does one dram the line betmeen these 
tmo descriptions of the same thing? Our understanding of life mill 
be greatly aided if me can minimize this dichotomy in our thinking 
and think in terms of "oneness". This is particularly true rnhen me 
are dealing mith the subject of materialization. 

Djf. Rebecca Beard used to speak of those instances of healing 
rnhere there mas physical manifestation in terms of gromth of cells 
as "spirit being brought domn". This mas her may of illustrating 
the oneness of spirit and matter (energy and material). 

Our ability to harmonize and rationalize the many facets of life 
mill be greatly enhanced as me develop the ability to think in terms 
of this oneness mith its different manifestations. For purposes of 
understanding and communication me make differentiations and cleavages 
that really do not exist. Black is not black and rnhits Is not mhite. 
There is only "blackness" and whiteness. Our labels are for conven¬ 
ience and me need to be careful how me use our labels.

1. List all possible biblical references of materialization which you can 
recall. Also, use available reference source books. Try to list as 
many situations and types as possible. 

2. Ulhat do you consider to be essential meaning or purpose of each of 
the listed references! 

3. Ulhat explanation did you give to those passages of scripture before 
your acceptance of the reality of "materialization”? 

4. Study the post-resurrection accounts of the appearances of Jesus 

as they are found in the four gospels. List all those that might be 
interpreted as examples of materialization. UJrite damn or discuss 
ham materialization might have been affected in each case. 

5. Write out or discuss your opinion for the necessity of material¬ 
ization in the various instances found in the Bible. 

6. A suggestion! Ulrite an "18" in the margin of your study Bible wher¬ 
ever you find an example of materialization.

Specific references on this subject are to be found in many books but 

extensive treatment in standard psychical works is very limited, there¬ 
fore the bibliography is being omitted this month.

This brings to mind that our own Ambrose 
and Olga Worrall have introduced many S.F.F.'ers 
to their five minutes of silence each night at 
nine o'clock. Many, many people have joined 
them in this period to discover the value of 
these silent minutes and find means to health 
and wholeness. 

Perhaps it is time for Spiritual Frontiers 
Fellowship to consider how we can unite our¬ 
selves at least once a day in corporate medi¬ 
tation. The idea is not new, but discovering 
the means to implement it in S.F.F. could give 
a strengthened unity of purpose to all. At 
least we might consider it.
